Quality Of Cheese 


Farmers whose gattle are being 
| treated with penicillin for mastitis 
| should not send their milk to cheese 
| factories until one day after end of 
jtreatment. This warning 


Agriculture's Science Service, which 
points out that milk containing 
even small amounts of penicillin is 
no good for cheese making. 

Among the many bacteria killed 
by penicillin are the lactic acid 
bacteria which convert milk to 
cheese, By interfering with normal 
acid production by mixed or single 
Strain starter organisms, penicillin 
not only prolongs the time of cheese 
manufacture but lowers the quality 
of cheese. 

Science Service's Division 
Bacteriology and Dairy Research 
has found that even one part of 
penicillin in 330,000,000 will have 
this disastrous effect.
